An appeal for the construction 
of more residences in the Upland 
district was emphatically voiced 
last night by Sam Maxcy, secre- 
‘tary of the Ontario chamber of 
commerce. He spoke at the meet- 
ing of the directors of the Upland 
chamber of commerce. He will 
speak ‘at meetings of various or- 
ganizations in Ontario and Up- 
land this week. 

“The table is prepared but we 
are not ready to eat,” quoted Mr. 
Maxcy in pointing out that indus- 
tries have been brought to the 
Chaffey district but there is no 
place for the employes to live. 

OUTLOOK BRIGHT 

Even with the Cal-Aero acade- 
my employing about 200 persons, 
demand for houses hag been great- 
er than the supply, he said. He 
described a bright outlook, declar- 
ing that several hundred addition- 
al Cal-Aero employes will be on 
the job during the first months of 
1941. : 

Mr. Maxcy also referred to the 
Timm Aircraft corporation, which 
has tentatively arranged to locate 
in Ontario. It will employ 500 
trained aircraft employes, he said, 
adding: “That will be more than 
the Hotpoint factory and the pay 


roll will be much larger.” Then 
he asked “where will the men 
live?” 

As to the Cal-Aero employes, 


the chamber secretary sai@ about 
a dozen were living in Upland and 
more than 40 in Pomona because 
of lack of accommodations in this 
area. The remainder, he said, re- 
side in Ontario, Completion of the 
“two donnitory units at Cal-Aero 
early in 1941 will result in im- 
mediat® expansion of the staff of 
instructors and maintenance crew 
members.

Another huge development at 
Cal-Aero academy is announced 
today. 

A $400,000 expansion program 
to further boost the capacity at 
the South Euclid avenue air 
pilot training institution has 
been started.

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Will They Live in Upland? 


This community—Upland and Ontario—is faced with a 
golden opportunity. New payrolls are already here. More 
people are certain to come. But we are not ready. From 
the standpoint of housing, Upland cannot accommodate very 
many more families. That is, not enough houses are avail- 
able to meét the demand. 

What is needed? Individuals to construct more houses 
‘to rent. 

But who wants to build rental property? The prevail- 
fing impression here is that putting money into residential 
property is not a profitable investment. An analysis of the 
present situation, however, may reveal new opportunities. 

Placing of Cal-Aero academy in this district ig largely 
responsible for the demand for modern houses to rent. One 
hundred and fifty-one new employes have been brought to 
the community. Where are they living? About a dozen 
Cal-Aero employes and their families reside in Upland; 37 
live in Pomona or some other Los Angeles county city, and 
the remainder in Ontario. 

Many more Cal-Aero and other aircraft workers are 
scheduled to be employed in the immediate future. Within 
a few weeks at least 20 more new instructors and an unde- 
termined number of other employes will be added at Cal- 
Aero. On completion of the two additional dormitory units 
early in 1941, the academy will have a capacity of 600 fly- 
ing cadets. At least 525 additional employes will be re- 


quired. 
The Timm Aircraft corporation is scheduled to locate 


on the Ontario municipal airport. It may or may not, but 
tentative arrangements have already been made. If it does, 
500 trained aviation workers will be employed. 

Where will they live? You, owners of unimproved prop- 
erty, have the answer. 

The situation warrants close study. The personnel man- 
ager of Cal-Aero academy or others closely connected with 
the rapidly expanding industrial development will gladly 
give you more data.

terially reduced their output of 
both oranges and grapefruit. Even 
with this reduction the total sup- 
ply of United States oranges and 
grapefruit was considerably above 
the past five-year average, al- 
though slightly under the total 
for the record year of 1938-39. 

“The California lemon crop 
was the heaviest of record, 
amounting to 29,557 cars, slightly 
above last year’s previous high. 
The California Fruit Growers Ex- 
change shipments however, were 
slightly below last year, the dif- 
ference being mostly accounted 
for in the loss of European ex- 
ports. 

“During the movement of the 
Southern California navel crop, 
regardless of the heavy losses to 
Florida, total shipments of or- 
anges from Jan, 14 to May 11, 
were only 11 per cent lighter than 
the all-time record of 1938-39 and 
were heavier than any of the four 
previous years, 

“While prices were less than 
had been hoped for, our average 
price was above the past two

“Supervisor over every cam- 
pus activity for women” is. the 
main duty of the Upland girl in 
her capacity as woman’s. repre- 
sentative of the Asssociated Stu- 
dents of the University of Cali- 
fornia on the Berkeley campus. 
She is the daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Ernest W. Fischer. 

Miss Fischer, 1939 transfer 
from Chaffey junior college, was 
elected from the California stu- 
dent body to direct the extra- 
curricular activities of the 6,000 
girls on the campus. It is one 
of the two highest. women’s. of- 


This honor is even more signifi- : 
cant when one considers that she 
entered the university only a year 
ago. 

BEHIND THE SCENES 

“I recommend the office to any- 
one who is interested in know- 
ing what happens behind the 
scenes of a large university,” ad- 
vised Miss Fischer. “My day be- 
gins at 6:30 a.m., and ends al- 
most anytime—usually after 11:00 
p.m. I sometimes think it is a 
survival of the fittest, but I love 
it.” 

Miss Fischer’s two official dut- 
ies are head of the Women’s Ex- 
ecutive board and the Women’s| 
Activity council. The Activity 
council is composed of heads of 
every women’s activity on the 
campus. 

Her biggest responsibility is 
as:a member of the A. S. U. C. 
executive committee, composed of 
all the most important officers of 
the student body and representa- 
tives from the faculty and alum- 
nae. Within the executive com- 
mittee, she is chairman of the 
date committee. 

“The committee isn’t for blind 
dates,” she laughingly explained, 
“but for setting dates for all A. 
S. U. C. functions, such as plays, 
dances, university meetings, etc.

“Being woman’s representative 
isn’t so hard as it sounds,” she 
modestly insisted, “for I have 15 
girls to assist me. They are won- 
derful! Especially since three of 
them are also from Chaffey. They 
are Harriet Donovan, Jane Mason 
and Jean White.

Miss Fischer is working for her 
bachelor of arts degree in the 
college of Letters and Science as 
an English major. She has prov- 
ed that it is possible to have a 
good scholarship as well as a 
good activity record in college. 
She is a member of Prytanean, 
senior women’s honor society, and 
is an honorary member of Panile, 
sophomore honor society. In ad- 
dition, she averages two speeches 
a week at dinners, luncheons and 
meetings, and attends the major | 
campus social events.

| ‘Traffic Questions | 


H Answered Here !

Q—Is it always necessary to 
report any accident? The reason 
I inquire is this: Recently at an 
intersection a motorcycle crash- 
ed into my rear fender, but as the 
rider was apologetic and locked 
as financially poor as he claimed, 
and he was uninjured, I agreed 
to forget the incident, and drove 
away. Now, one month later, I 
have been arrested for failure to 
report the accident, hit and run, 
and threatened with a suit. 

A—Apparently you are the vic- 
tim of one of many similar cases 
that follow such an accident when 
unscrupulous persons use your 
carelessenss in not reporting the 
accident as a basis to harass and 
sue you. In any accident it is 
safest to get names and address- 
es of witnesses and to report the 
accident to the police, sheriff or 
highway patrol.. In that way you 
may avoid criminal prosecution 
and be prepared to defend your 
rights against civil suit. 

Q-—Is it always a felony to 
drive a motor vehicle while  in- 
toxicated ? 

A-—It is a misdemeanor if no 
| injury to person or death is caus- 
ed. However, it is a felony when 
someone is injured in an acci- 
dent caused by an_ intoxicated 
! driver.
